C. In May, Elida Messina, Argentine employee of Fulbright 
Commission, was abducted from her home by unnamed individuals. 
She was released two days later after being repeatedly 
questioned concerning her relationship with a family, one 
of whose members was killed here as a terrorist. Ms. Messina 
was a friend of the terrorist's sister. 
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SSifXHXKXBXjfXxaSKKXXKXX (whose U.S. membership here 1 
is very small) were banned because of their refusal to 
salute the flag or serve in the Armed Forces, which is 
against Article 21 of the Constitution. U.S. membership 
" in This group was' hot the cause of the ban. 

E. Although it is impossible to determine how many U.S. 
businessmen have left Argentina, attendance at Lincoln 
School is a good indicator. of the declining U.S. presence 
in Argentina. The following list of Sept, enrollments 
and approximate percentages which are U.S. students— 
demonstrate this decline:
